Complete  Class  Project  List  Sought 


Every  graduating  class  at  Brigham  Young 
University  has  left  something  behind  in  addi- 
tion to  memories.  They  have  left  something  by 
which  they  might  be  remembered. 

Class  projects,  as  we  call  them,  form  some 
of  the  everyday  campus  scenes. 

Some  of  the  projects  have  been  destroyed 
by  vandalism  through  the  years  such  as  the 
old  Y gate  which  once  stood  on  the  corner  of 
5th  and  University.  It  was  erected  by  the  class 
of  1912  and  has  since  been  reduced  to  a pile 
of  rubble.  The  sundial  (class  of  ’16)  also  has 
lost  some  of  its  aesthetic  beauty  through  the 
years. 

A list  of  all  projects  and  where  they  are 
located  has  evidently  never  been  compiled.

Bringing  the  football  program 
of  a university  out  of  the  forest 
is  no  mean  task.  The  football  is 
an  oddly  shaped  object  prone 
to  taking  unpredictable  bounces. 
The  game  takes  after  its  name- 
sake, pigskin,  in  this  manner. 
Predicting  the  emotions  and 
spirit  of  team  and  fans  of  a long 
trek  from  the  wilderness  is  al- 
most impossible. 

In  1955  the  football  program 
of  Brigham  Young  University 
was  so  poor  that  the  students 
circulated  petitions  demanding 
the  administration  to  take 
strides  in  the  direction  of 
building  a respectable  team. 

The  following  year  a success-  j 
ful  football  coach  from  Rhode 
Island,  Hal  Kopp,  was  called  on 
to  spearhead  this  dubious  task. 
BYU  started  giving  scholarships 
and  Kopp  and  his  crew  managed 
to  recruit  two  fine  freshman 
teams  back  to  back  . . . and  it 
paid  off.  Come  what  may,  this 
year’s  Cougars  beat  both  Utah 
and  Utah  State  in  the  same  sea- 
son for  the  first  time  in  modern 
football  history. 

But  that  doesn’t  mean  that 
the  team  is  ready  to  play  Army, 
Ohio  State,  Oklahoma  or  Au- 
burn and  make  a good  showing. 
Before  the  Cats  could  do  that 
the  administration  not  only  has 
to  continue  to  bring  in  good 


talent  for  many  years,  but  also 
up  attendance  about  10  thousand 
per  game.  They  also  must  ma- 
ture a great  deal  in  their  at- 
titude toward  the  team. 

The  Cougars  made  a respect- 
able, 12-6,  showing  against  one 
of  the  strongest  foes  in  years. 
North  Texas  State.  Those  Tex- 
ans could  have  beaten  our 
1955  team  40  or  50  points  but 
the  fans  acted  like  the  Cou- 
gars lost  to  Orem  High.  A 
good  contrast  to  this  is  the 
post  game  spirit  that  Utah 
State  demonstrated  after  drop- 
ping a 13-6  heart-breaker  to 
BYU.  Their  band  took  the 
field  and  played  as  if  they  had 
just  upset  Michigan  State. 

i Another  thing,  just  because 
the  Kittens  lose  two  freshman 
games,  doesn’t  mean  that  there 
are  bad  days  ahead.  The  Gatos, 
although  thin  in  depth,  have  as 
many  truly  outstanding  individ- 
uals as  any  freshman  team  in 
the  past.  Many  believe  Paul  Al- 
len is  as  fine  a back  as  ever  put 
on  a Cougar  uniform  and  some 
of  those  big  fast  linemen  will 
more  than  fill  the  shoes  of  the 
graduating  seniors. 

The  Cougars  may  not  win  the 
Skyline  Conference  this  year  but 
they  are  on  their  way.  There  is 
only  one  major  college  in  the 
nation  that  has  gained  more 
yards  on  the  ground  than  BYU.
